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I. Summary: 

Senate Bill 1376 amends s. 316.192(1), F.S., to expand the elements of reckless driving to 
include driving at a speed or in a manner likely to endanger any person or property. 
 
An effective date of July 1, 2006 is provided. 
 
This bill substantially amends section 316.192 of the Florida Statutes. 

II. Present Situation: 

Section 316.192, F.S., provides any person who drives any vehicle in willful or wanton disregard 
for the safety of persons or property is guilty of reckless driving. 
 
To prove the crime of reckless driving, the State must prove the following two elements: 

• Defendant drove a vehicle in Florida. 
• He or she did so with a willful or wanton disregard for the safety of persons or property. 

 
A first conviction of reckless driving is punishable by imprisonment for a period of not more 
than 90 days or by fine of not less than $25 or more than $500, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 
 
A second or subsequent conviction of reckless driving is punishable by imprisonment for no 
more than 6 months or by a fine of not less than $50 or more than $1,000, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment.
